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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The information disclosure statement filed 09/17/04 has been considered. 
The specification objections have been withdrawn in view of the amendment filed 
06/21/04. 

The terminal disclaimer filed 06/21/04 has been approved. 

The drawing filed 06/1 4/04 have been approved. 

The claim objections have been withdrawn in view of the amendment field 
06/21/04. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant is to 
better define his invention by claiming more structure such as the proximal and distal 
portion of the syringe and structurally relate the elements so the claim would not be 
interpreted so broadly. 

Applicant is recommended to place the language of "nested " within each other 
and the elements being disposed at a distal portion In order to distinctly claim the 
subject matter. 

Applicant is recommended to claim the injection comprising the two elements 
rather than the injector assembly. Applicant is recommended to claim a "piston" rather 
than a "wall" . 

Claims 5-1 1 should be a "needleless syringe" rather than "a needless syringe" 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague and indefinite because it is unclear what is intended by the 
contacting surfaces being "wholly or partly" lateral surfaces of the elements. 

Claims 9 and 1 1 are vague and indefinite because it is unclear what the elements 
are if the elements further include a support. Applicant has only support for the 
elements to only be a support and a one piece core. There are no other additional 
elements disclosed in the specification. Applicant is recommended to state that the 
"elements are a support and a one-piece core...". 

Claim 10 is vague and indefinite because it is unclear how one core can be made 
of 2 quarters. (Rather, should it be halves?) Applicant's attempt to claim broadly and to 
encompass all the species make the claims very confusing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reilly et al. 
(US 5,938,639). 

Reilly et al. disclose a needleless syringe having an assembly of at least two 
elements wherein each element has a downstream face of the injector and upstream 
face and a lateral joining surface . See figures 1 -7. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 2-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant is recommended to clean up the language in order for the claims to be 
in condition for allowance and to avoid broad terms which do not distinctly define the 
allowable subject matter. Since applicant's disclosure is minimal applicant is 
recommended to claim the invention similar to a picture claim.
